Tor six years I havo boen suporin-
tendent” of tho South Carclina pen.
itentinry.  The econdition of the in-
stitution spenks for itself, and I
chullenge any eriticism or investi-
gation. Ilad I boeon contont to at-
tond strietly to my oflicial dutios, my
management of the institution has
been such that I could have held the
position of superintendent, without
opposition, as long as I carved to ro-
muin in public lifo,  Fortunately, or
uufortunately, however, I linve had
aspirations and hopes beyond tho
more routine ef oflicial lifn, 1 have
been inspirod by an ambition to be
of practicul benefit to the people of
my State, and 1 have nevor entor-
tained for a moment the thought that
betng a public oflicer dobarred me
from the privilege cxercisod by
overy citizen of attempting to influ-
onco for good the afTuirs of my Stato,
Tn fact, I have felt, as n py blie ser-
vant, that it was my daly to do all
in my power Lo bettor tho condition
of publie affuire. U havo firmly and
consistontly, without regard to tho
effect of my iadividaal [rtunes,
supported the best men for ollico and
the policies that I believel would
best conserve the publie interest.
There is such n greod for oflico in
South Carolinn that it makes cow-
arda of most of those holding or seek-
ing oftieo. 1 have carnestly striven
to not ullow this blight to withor my
manhood or patriotism. 11 Sonth
Caroline needs anything, sho needs
m+a who are not afraid or who are
not prevented by selfish interests
from following tho dictates of con-
seience and duty. In thoe very be
ginning I folt the need of reform,
and was an original “Farmers’ Move-
ment” man.  Isupported Tillmen in
1890, and almost without solicitation
on my part was electod superintond-
ent of the South Carolina peniten-
tiary in 1802, I had hived on my
farm kuew but littlo of public men or
publie affnirs. 1 had great confidonve
in the ultimate good purposo of tl o
Reform Movement. In 1893 the
dispensary system was innugurated
i South Carolina. It was a new
uniried experiment. I had a great
deal of coufidenco in Tillman, and
gnve bhim my cordial support in his
eadenvor to makethe law a success.
As long ss Tillman was in the Gov-
ernor’s oflice his natural force and
popularity with the people enabled
him to keep ths machinery running,
though with a great friction. I fore-
saw during Tillman’s last torea that
when smaller and wenker mon nnder-
took to wiold the autoeratic powor
nocessary to secure the enforcement
of the dispensary law, it mennt dis-
astor  The disponsary as originally
enncted was meant to fit the stern
and autocratic attributes of the first
farmer Governor, but such harsh ad-
minisiration of the law creating such
i rudien]l change in the habits of the
poople counld not long be continued
among a liverty-loving people ae-
eustomod to  govern thomso!vos.
